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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' Response unfortunately contains 
quite a few new issues, newly presented dependent claims, an amended dependent claim not properly indicated as being so amended, 
and accompanying remarks which appear should desirably have been presented accompanying the presented amendments when the 
claim amendments did not constitute "new issues" during prior prosecution. More particularly, the multiple amendments to claim 1 clearly 
constitute "new issues" in at least four places, although it does appear that if timely presented would greatly improve both the substance, 
as well as the readability of the claims. As regards the dependent claims applicants' have not indicated that the last two words of 
dependent claim 5 have been amended, and newly presented dependent claims 6-9 are each clearly not timely and constitute new issues. 
As regards applicants' remarks concerning the 1 12 1st paragraph based objection to the specification and the accompanying rejections of 
the claims, and also the prior art rejections of record it is also respectfully submitted that these would also be better handled in a refiled 
Continuation application..
